coarse grains was given up after the decontrol of these cereals in November. Small quantities of coarse 
grains were, however, procured during 1 954 from the eastern districts of Uttar Pradesh. Some quantity of coarse 
grains was also procured by Madhya Bharat in 1954. Procurement of rice was resumed in surplus district of 
Madras in I953* In Assam, Puniab and erstwhile Bombay and Travancore-Cochin procurement of rice was 
stopped from 14th March, 1954, 20th February, 1954, 21st March, 1954 and yih April, 1954 respectively and in 
other States procurement of rice was stopped completely from loth July, 1954 consequent upon complete da- 
conrol of rice from that date. 

2. In December, 19^4, the Government of India announced their policy of limited purchase of food' 
grains as a measure of price support. In this connection Table No. 6 and the Note below may be seen* 

3. Owing to the difficulties of procuring rice from abroad in 1957, limited purchases of rice were made 
internally in Andhra Pradesh, Pumab and Orissa by the Government of India. In Andhra Pradesh, rice was 
procured in the three delta districts of Krishna, West Godavari and East Godavari. To begin with , procure- 
ment was made at the average of the prices for three months preceding the 6th June, 1957 under the provisions 
of the Essential Commodities (Amendment) Act, 1957. Later, on 14th September, 1957, maximum controlled 
prices were notified for these districts and procurement was made at these controlled prices. These controlled 
prices were revised with effect from 30th December, 1957 whe n procurement operations were extended to Guntur 
district also. Procurement was made partly by requisitioning and partly on the basis of voluntary offers. 

4. In Punjab and Orissa, purchases were made on the basis of voluntary offers by trade. On 19th March, 
19575 the Orissa Government first banned the export of rice. When they started making purchases, the 
Government of India prohibited the export of rice from Orissa with effect from 6th June, 1957 and from 
the Punjab with effect from 30th December, 1957. Maximum controlled prices for rice in the Punjab were fixed 
with effect from the 28th December, 1957. 

5. The Central Government purchases of rice were extended to Madhya Pradesh in 1958. Besides 
purchases by the Centre, a number of State Governments undertook purchases of rice, paddy and wheat on 
their own account in 1959. 

6. Purchases of rice/ paddy which were being made by the State Governments on their own account in 
West Bengal, Madras and Mysore were given up in 1959. Maximum control prices, fixed in these States and in 
Bihar and Kerala were also withdrawn. Purchases of rice/paddy on Central Government accourt in Orissa 
ceased with effect from 21st December, 1959, consequent on the formation of the Eastern Rice Zone. 

7. In i960 purchases of rice/paddy, by the Central Government were made in Punjab and Madhya 
Pradesh and to a negligible extent in Andhra Pradesh ; and by the State Governments on their account in the 
States of Assam^ Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Punjab, Uttar Pradesh and Jammu & Kashmir and in the Union 
Territory of Tripura. The Government of Punjab had also purchased a small quantity of rice for themselves. 

8. In the case of wheat, purchases were made only by the Governments of Punjab, Madhya Pradesh 
and Uttar Pradesh on their own account, and even in these three States purchase operations were not continued 
throughout the year. In Punjab and Madhya Pradesh purchases were given up from the middle of July and 
September, i960 respectively. In Uttar Pradesh the levy on wheat dealers and the statutory price control on 
wheat imported in May, 1959, were withdrawn in August, i960. 

9. In 1961 , purchases of rice/paddy by the Central Government were made in Punjab and Madhya Pradesh 
and by the State Governments on their own account in the States of Assam, Madhya Pradesh, Jammu & 
Kashmir, Orissa and Uttar Pradesh. In Madhya Pradesh , purchase operations on State Government accounts 
were given up from 31st May, 1961. 

10. No wheat was purchased during the year 1961 except for a small quantity purchased by the 
Punjab Government during the post-monsoon period for distribution in the flood-affected areas in the State.

Notts. — i. In December, 1954, ihe Government of India announced that iw view of the fall in the prices 
of some foodgrains to unduly low levels in some isolated areas, they would be prepared to purchase from cultiva- 
tors as a measure of relief, jowar at Rs, 5 • 50 per maund or Rs. 14*74 per quintal, baira at Rs. 6 -oo per maund 
or Rs. 16 • 06 per quintal and maize at Rs. 5 • 50 per maund or Rs. 14 -74 P-r quintal at certain specified mandies 
where the prices fell below these levels. The policy of limited price support was extended to wheat in March 
1955, when the Government announced that they would make purchases of F .A.Q. wheat at rail-head mandies 
atRs. lo-ooper maundorRs.26-8oper quintalwhereits priccfell below thatlevel. In June 1955, a minimum 
purchase price of Rs. 6 00 per maund or Rs. 16 06 per quintal was announced for gram, the machinery for the 
purchase of gram being the same as that for wheat. In August, 1955, the Government announced its decision 
to make purchases of coarse rice, as a measure of price support, at selected mandies, if the price of that quality 
fell below Rs. ii 00 per maund or Rs. 29 -47 per quintal. 

2. The limited price support policy for jowar, bajra and maize was extended in September, 1955 » to th® 
1955-56 Kharif crop when the Government of India announced the same minimum prices for these grains as 
were in force in 1954-55* 

3. No purchases of bajra and coarse rice were made during 1955 as the market prices of these cereals did 
j^ot fall below the minimum prices announced by the Government. 

4. No purchases of cereals were made during 1956 on Government of India’s account. A quantity of 
20,518 tons or 20,847 metric tons of rice and i ,563 tons or 1,588 metric tons of paddy was, however, purchased 
through trade on Jammu & Kashmir Goverjimcnt’s account and despatched direct to Pathankot.

I. MOVEMENT RESTRICTIONS 
A. InTBR-ZONAL MOVBAiENT 

1. Rke Zones. 

(0 In supersession of the Southern Rice Zone (Restrictions on Rail Bookings) Order, 
1958, dated the 2nd January, 1958, the Southern Rice Zone (Restrictions on Rail 
Bookings) Order, i960 was issued on the Zdth March, i960 whereby desi^ch of rice 
or paddy including their products other tnan rice husk and bran by rail from any 
railuray station lying in the Southern Zone to the prohibited railway stations speci- 
fied in the Schedule to the said Order was banned.

Res^ve Bank Directives regarding Control of Credit against Foodgrains 

1. The Reserve Bank, issued a directive on May 17, 1956 to scheduled banks which required them not to 
grant fresh advances or credit limits to individual parties in excess ofiRs. 50,000 against paddy & rice and to 
raise the existing margins by 10 per cent. Banks were also requested to endeavour to bring down advances 
to a level not more than 125 per cent of the level obtaining a year ago. 

2. The selective credit control was extended on September 13, 1956 to cover advances against wheat, 
coarse grains and gram & pulses. Margins were to be raised by 10 per cent, over the prevailing levels and banks 
were prohibited to grant fresh credit limit or increase existing ones against any or all of these grains taken to- 
gether in excess of Rs. 50,000. Banks were requested to endeavour to reduce their advances to a level not subs- 
tantially higher than that a year ago. 

3. In order to facilitate movement of new crop, restrictions on paddy & rice advances were withdrawn on 
November 14, 1956. 


4. Restrictions on advances against paddy & rice were re-imposed on February, 9, 1957* The existing 
margin was to be raised by at least 10 % provided that the margin when so increased was not to be less than 
,35-%- Banks were requested to endeavour to maintain level of advances in such a way that from March 15, 1957, 
it not more than 75 % of the level a year ago. 

5, In view of the rising trend of bank credit against foodgrains, the Reserve Bank issued another directive 
on June 7, 1957 which required banks (t) to raise existing margin at least by 5% so as to provide a margin of 
not less than 40% ; (tV) not to sanction any fresh credit limit to any party in excess of Rs. 50>ooo or to in- 
crease any existing limits below Rs. 50,000 beyond this figure; and (itV) to maintain an aggregate level of credit 
from July 12, 1957 which w'as not to exceed 66-2/3% in respect of paddy & rice and 75% in respect of other 
foodgrains of the level obtaining in the corresponding week in 1956. 


6. On December 11, 1957 the Reserve Bank issued a fresh directive which required the banks to adhere 
to a minimum margin of 40% as before and to restrict the sanction of new limits to individual parties to Rs. 
50,000 or not to raise the existing limits beyond that amount against paddy & rice or wheat and other foodgrains 
and pulses. Banks were also askeii to maintain each month commencing from January, 1958, an average 
aggregate level of credit against paddy and rice not exceeding 75% and against wheat (excluding advances to 
roller flour mills) and other foodgrains not exceeding 80% of the average of similar advances during the corres- 
ponding months of 1955, 1956 and 1957, and also to maintain in each month in Andhra Pradesh and Madhya 
Pradesh a level of advances against paddy anti rice not exceeding 60% of the advances in the corresponding 
month of 1957. 


7. On September 10, 1958, a new directive was issued in terms of which the average aggregate level of 
advances from October, 1958 against wheat (excluding advances to roller flour mills) was required to be main- 
tained at 66-2/3% of the average aggregate level a year ago for the country as a whole and for the State of 
Punjab, taken separately. Advances against 'other foodgrains* (excluding wheat) were not to exceed 80% 
of the levelin the corresponding month of 1957. Provisions relating to margin limit, credit limit and regulation 
of advances against paddy and rice remained the same as pr.widcd for in December ii, 1957 directive. 

8. On December 29, 1958 a fresh directive was issued which came into operation from January, 1959. 
It required that advances against paddy and rice each month during 1959 be maintained within the levels per- 
mitted to individual banks for the corresponding month of I95^> both in the aggregate and in the Stales of Andhra 
Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh. Advances against wheat and other foodgrains taken separately for each month 
were not to exceed their outstanding advances in the corresponding month of 1958, subject to the condition 
that advances in Punjab against wheat were not to exceed their outstanding total in the corresponding month 
of 1958. Provisions relating to margin limit and credit limit remained unaltered. 

Q On April 24, 1959, the Reserve Bank issued a directive to scheduled banks operating in Orissa requiring 
them to maintain from 1959 an average aggregate level of credit which was not to ej^ed the level of credit 
permitted December 29, 1958 directive plus 3 times of the actual level of credit in Onssa in oorrespondmg 
innrith. of 1958, provided the additional credit (3 times of 1958 level) went to the licensed purchasing agents. 


10 The Reserve Bank’s direaivc issued on July 10, 1959 which came into effect from August, 1959 modi- 
fied some of the provisions of the earlier directive in order to facilitate procurement and also to meet seasonal 
reauirements. existing margin requirements of 40'/. were retained, subject to a reduction to 25%,fpr 
riM and naddv to purchasing agents in Orissa and for wheat to storage dchvery contractors in Punjab. The 
Miction aeainst me sanction of fresh credit limits or increase in the existing limits m excess of Rs. 50/xx) was 
vrithdrtwn. The average aggregate level of credit was fixed (a) on a State-wise basis and (h) sepantely for 
(0 paddy and rice (*0 wheat, and (m'O other foodgrains. 
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11. Selective control of bank credit against foodgrainsul^ continued during the year as part of the overall 
policy to check speculative holding of foodgrains. During i96o>^two dircctives—one modifying the control on 
advances agahi^st rice and paddy and thf other regulating advahcaa^ gainst wheat — were issued by the Reserve 
Bank on January i6> i960 and August 2O5 i960, respectively. In addition, temporary relaxations in ceiling 
limit on advances against rice and paddv for traders in the State of Kerala and reduction in margin require- 
ments on advances against rice and paddy to lic&ised millers and traders in the State of Punjab were also 
granted. 

12. The directive of January 16, 1960 continued the broad framework of credit control on advances against 
foodgrains with some flexibility in respect of advances against paddy and rice and relaxation in respect of new 
branches of scheduled banks. Under this directive, the ceiling limit on aggregate advances against paddy and 
rice for each month from February i960 was fixed in the States of (t) Andhra Pradesh {it) Madhya Pradesh 
and (m) other States taken together, at the level of credit permitted to be maintained for the corresponding 
month in 1958 or 1959 ) whichever was higher. In the case of wheat and other foodgrains the provisions laid 
down in the directive of July 10, 1959 remained unaltered. Exemptions in favour of branches of Scheduled 
Banks opened on or after January i, 1958 and other exemptions were continued with slight modifications. 

13. The directive of August, 20, i960 abolished the separate ceiling limit on advances against wheat as 
prescribed for the States of Punjab, Himachal Pradesh, Delhi and Jammu St Kashmir in the earlier directive 
and made it uniform for all the States. This step was taken in view of comfortable supply position of wheat 
and the assurance of additional wheat supplied under the P.L. 480 agreement. Under this directive, the ceiling 
limit on aggregate advances against wheat for each month from September i960 was fixed for the country as a 
whole, at the level of credit actually maintained in the corresponding month in 1958. Margin requirements 
of 40% in respect of all foodgrains, subject to a minimum of 25^ for wheat to Storage Delivery Contraaors 
in Punjab were retained in this directive. Other provisions relating to rice and paddy, other food-grains and 
exemptions etc. as laid down in the earlier directive of January 16, i960 remained unaltered in this directive^ 

14. On August 21, i960, temporary relaxation in ceiling limit on advances against rice and paddy was granted 
in favour of traders in the State of Kerala from August, i960 to October, i960 upto 200% of the level of credit 
maintained in the corresponding months of 1959. On November 23, i960 this relaxation was extended upto 
December, i960. 

15. Margin requirements in respect of advances against rice and paddy to licensed millers and traders were 
reduced from 40% to 25% from October 8, i960. 

16. The directive of February 8, relaxed credit restrictions on advances by reducing the minimum 
margin of 40% in respect ofadvances against foodgrains which had been in force since June 7, 1957 to 35%. 
The separate ceiling limit for advances against rice and paddy for Madhya Pradesh was abolished in view of the 
creation in November, i960 of the new formed zone comprising Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra and Gujarat. 
The ceiling limit for advances against paddy and rice in the States other than Andhra Pradesh was raised to 
110% of permissible levels in i960. In Andhra Pradesh, however, the ceiling limit was fixed at 100% of per- 
missible levels in i960. Commencing from March-April, 1961, each scheduled bank was required to maintain 
permissible levels for advances against foodgrains for period each of two calendar months instead of one calendar 
month as hitherto. 

17. In view of the comfortable supply and price position in respect of wheat, the Reserve Bank issued 
directive qn May, 15, 1961 withdrawing all regulatory measures both as regard margin and ceiling limits on 
advances against wheat provided in the earlier directive dated February 8, 1961. 

x8. Temporary relaxation in ceiling limit on advances against rice and paddy granted to traders in the State 
of Kerala upto December, i960, was extended on March 9, 1961 for a period of six months ending June 30,1961. 
This was further extended on September 19, 1961 upto the end of December, 1961. 

19. On October 31, 1961 the Reserve Bank relaxed from Novcmbcr-Deccmber, 1961 to September-October 
1962 the ceiling limit on advances against rice and paddy to licensed millers and traders in the State of Punjab 
to 125% of the actual levels in the corresponding two-month period in i960 and 1961. 

20. The Reserve Bank of India issued a directive on February 28, 1962 relaxing the ceiling limit on advances 
against rice and paddy. From March-April, 1962, the ceiling limit for advances against rice and paddy has beer 
increased to 105% of the permissible levels of 1961-62 in Andhra Pradesh and other States. Besides, licensed 
millers and traders in the State of Punjab and traders in the State of Kerala have been llowed to avail additional 
credit facilities equivalent to 25% and 100% respectively of the actual levels granted to them in the correspond- 
ing period of 19^-61.
